In fact, 90 percent of 
Americans are falling short 
on 11 of the 16 nutrients 
deemed essential by the 
2010 Dietary Guidelines. 

Five of these 11 nutri¬ 
ents of concern, calcium, 
potassium, vitamin A, vi¬ 
tamin B12 and vitamin D 
can be found in a single 8- 
ounce serving of milk.

’’For ye know the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, 
though He was rich, yet for your sakes He became poor, 
that ye through His poverty might be rich.”

Trash Talk

Howdy Folks! This 
is one of those Monday 
mornings when the brain 
simply does not want to 
compute, but with the Good 
Lord’s help, we will get re¬ 
booted, and our system will 
be up and running! We hope 
all the Dads had a great 
Father’s Day weekend and 
that they are back to work 
knowing how much they are 
loved and appreciated! 

We recently had a caller 
inquire about the proper 
disposal of computers and 
we explained that our office 
has an ongoing electronic 
scrap recycling program. 
Any office equipment that 
runs on batteries, has a 
charger or is a component of 
a computer can be recycled 
at the Bracken County Office 
of Solid Waste Management. 
End of life equipment can be 
left at our office door and we 
will add it to our collection. 
Once the collection area is 
full, we contact Creative 
Recycling Systems, Inc. 
for a pickup. Based in 
Florida and with processing 
facilities in sixteen states, the 
company is able to recycle 
all the material in the United 
States. It has contracts with 
several state governments, 
including Kentucky, to 
handle electronics recycling 
for state agencies, local 
governments and educational 
institutions in a safe, secure 
and environmentally sound 
facility. Only 1% of the 
electronic waste is sent to 
landfills and of that, 100% 
is contaminant free with no 
lead or toxic waste residue 
such as mercury. 

Since 2009 when the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky 
partnered with Creative 
Recycling Systems, over 2.9 
million pounds of electronic 
scrap have been diverted from 
landfills. All the collected 
e-scrap from Kentucky is 
taken to Louisville where 
the items are separated. 
Once separated, the e-scrap 
is sent to processing centers 
in Durham, NC, Atlanta or 


Tampa where it is dismantled 
and the salvageable parts are 
recovered and the hard drives 
are erased. Any components 
or parts that can’t be salvaged 
are shredded and recycled 
to keep them out of the 
landfills. All of the plastics 
are shredded and sold to 
manufacturing companies 
that use the shredded 
plastics to make new TVs 
and computers! The same 
holds true for the aluminum, 
steel, glass and precious 
metals such as gold that are 
recovered - it is sold and 
reused to manufacture new 
products! If anyone needs 
any more information on our 
e-scrap collection, please 
give us a call and we will be 
happy to find an answer if we 
don’t have one on the spot! 

We’vealsohadacoupleof 
calls concerning our Summer 
Road Clean. This has been 
a year where we have had 
to go with the flow and roll 
with the punches in order to 
get everything taken care of! 
Normally, we would hold a 
July clean, but because of the 
time we spent in the hospital, 
the Spring Clean just ended 
the latter part of May. The 
Germantown Fair is the last 
two days in July and the first 
four days of August and we 
definitely don’t want anyone 
on the roads cleaning during 
that time frame. We are also 
mandated by the state to have 
a working 5-Year Plan ready 
to be viewed by the public 
by August 1, approved by 
Fiscal Court and in Frankfort 
by October 1, so that means 
we have to get that document 
ready, which won’t afford 
us time to work on the 
Summer Road Clean. Our 
best estimate is for the clean 
to begin on August 6 and 
be completed by August 23, 
but that is only an estimate! 
Keep praying for us as we 
do our best to RECYCLE, 
REUSE and REDUCE to 
keep God’s earth clean, green 
and beautiful! Be seein’ you 
- Bin & Bug.

HOW AGING EYES AFFECT HEALTH 


While health experts have 
wondered what might trigger 
age-related conditions such as 
insomnia, memory loss, and 
even depression, few suspected 
that the eyes would be to blame. 
New research indicates that the 
gradual yellowing of the eye 
lens and narrowing of the pupil 
(both of which occur with age) 
disturb the body’s “circadian 
rhythm”, or body clock. As less 
sunlight penetrates the eye lens, 
fewer of the cells in the retina 
that regulate the body’s circadian 
rhythm are activated. In turn, a 
range of health problems may 
arise. Circadian rhythms rely 
on light to set cyclical hormonal 
and physiological processes in 
motion that get the body moving 
in the morning and slow it down 
at night (for rest and repair).

Motorists throughout the 
state may do a double-take 
this summer as the Kentucky 
State Police begin rolling out 
new cruisers with an updated 
look. The agency is transi¬ 
tioning from the Ford Crown 
Victoria, which is no longer 
being manufactured, to the 
2012 Chevrolet Caprice Po¬ 
lice Patrol Vehicle (PPV). 
KSP recently purchased 125 
of the vehicles (100 in tradi¬ 
tional gray and 25 in tan for 
use by its Commercial Vehi¬ 
cle Enforcement Division) to 
begin replacing its aging fleet 
of 2004-2010 model Fords. 
“Our current fleet is subject 
to a rigorous maintenance 
schedule designed to extend 
the working life of each ve¬ 
hicle as much as possible,” 


says KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer. “However, 
law enforcement applica¬ 
tions are extremely hard on 
vehicles. To ensure that our 
officers can continue to re¬ 
spond to public needs in a 
safe and effective way, we’ll 
be updating our fleet on a soft 
conversion basis as current 
vehicles wear out beyond re¬ 
pair and as funding becomes 
available.”

Constables attend Memorial Ceremony for 
fallen Kentucky Law Enforcement Officers

On Tuesday, May 22, 
members of the Kentucky 
Constables Association, 
including Brooksville 
Constable Kenny Carl, 
visited Richmond, KY for 
the KLEMF (Kentucky 
Law Enforcement Memo¬ 
rial Foundation) Memorial 
Ceremony for Kentucky’s 
fallen law enforcement 
officers. This year’s key¬ 
note speaker was Gover¬ 
nor Steve Beshear. The 
2011 officers added this 
year were Bracken Coun¬ 
ty native Officer James 
“Stumpy” Sticklen, Alex¬ 
andria Police Department, 
Special Agent Timothy 
Briggs, FBI, and thirteen 
historical names. 

The Kentucky Consta¬ 
ble Association, Inc., was 
established on May 27, 
1992. Their mission state¬ 
ment states, “The purpose 
of the Kentucky Constable 
Association, Inc., shall be 
to promote and protect the 
Constitutional office of the 
Constable within the com¬ 
monwealth of Kentucky 
and provide quality train¬ 
ing and educational op¬ 
portunities to Constable 
and their Deputies, while 
making best efforts for the 
Constable to become ac¬ 
tively involved in civic and 
community organizations 
and activities in educating 
the public and to otherwise 
promote suppressing crime 
with community polic¬ 
ing.” 

According to their 
website the history of Con¬ 
stables states, “The office 
of Constable dates from 
Medieval England. Your 
Constable is one of the 
only two remaining elected 
peace officers in the world. 
In Kentucky, the position of 
Constable was established 


in the 1850 Constitution. The 
present Constitution requires 
the election of one constable 
in each justice of the peace 
(known as magistrate) dis¬ 
trict.” “Constables are Peace 
Officers with broad powers 
of arrest and authority to 
serve court processes. The 
Constable has the authority 
to enforce both the Traffic 
Code and the Criminal Code 
of Kentucky.” 

According to the KL¬ 
EMF website, “In November 
of 1999, Keith Monument 
Company was commis¬ 
sioned to work closely with 
the Foundation board to de¬ 
velop a memorial design 
equal with the sacrifice made 
by persons whose names are 
permanently displayed. A 
closely positioned donor’s 
area was designed through 
Keith Monument as well to 
properly recognize support¬ 


ers of the Foundation and 
its mission. The original 17- 
foot-long black granite mon¬ 
ument was 3’6” in height 
and 2’10” in depth, and in¬ 
cluded five 3’6” x 2’8” stain¬ 
less steel panels, on which 
the names of Kentucky law 
enforcement officers killed 
in the line of duty appeared. 
The monument interior con¬ 
sists of polished stainless 
steel plates and custom lights 
which allow for the blue light 
to shine through each of the 
names that are one-half-inch 
in height. Positioned along 
the bottom of the monument 
are the organizational seals of 
Kentucky’s six major police 
associations that support the 
Foundation, and the phrase, 
“Blessed Be the Peacekeep¬ 
ers”. In 2005, the Kentucky 
Law Enforcement Memorial 
Foundation recognized the 
need to expand the memorial 


since it was near capac¬ 
ity. In 2007, an additional 
wing was added on each 
side, increasing the space 
for names by 80 percent. 
The monument also was 
relocated to a more aes¬ 
thetically pleasing location 
that includes landscaping 
and a concrete/grass seat¬ 
ing area facing the memo¬ 
rial. The second week in 
May is designated Nation¬ 
al Law Enforcement Week 
in the United States.

Principled and no-nonsense, 
a Native son who caught 75 
(mostly Bill Ransdell) passes 
for nearly thousand yards and 
nine touchdowns in the 1980s. 
He waited for and earned a turn 
at the UK job. But nice in SEC 
football usually means your 
name is high on the Hot Seat 
list. Nothing feeds the SEC 
bulldog better than winning. 

• This Gameday Ready 
Tour could be Joker’s last 
hurrah. Boss (Mitch) Barnhart 
has kept the dreaded vote of 
confidence in his quiver, but 
made it clear in early spring UK 
football has taken a step back 
and he expects to see progress 
this fall. 

That’s AD code for “we’ve 
got lots of tickets and parking 
(and concessions) to sell for 
seven home games ... we’re 
charging fans Tuscaloosa-level 
prices... and, come October (and 
Big Blue Madness), we cannot 
afford to see Commonwealth 
Stadium half dressed up as 
empty seats. 

Unsaid, but painfully 
obvious - Barnhart knows and 
savvy fans know too what SEC 
quality talent and performance 
look like and too seldom are 
tailgaters going home happy, 
(lone recent exception, 10-7 
win over the Vols). 

Progress? What does it 
mean? 

1. From get-go, September 
1 at Louisville, Kentucky had 
better have its clock primed, 
wound perfect and on precision. 
Otherwise, the expected-to-be- 
ranked and expecting to beat 
UK Cardinals will clean it amid 
jubilation and chants of Sweep 
tied to a December 29 hoops 
date in Yum Center. 

For Big Blue Nation, the 
next Governor’s Cup is as 
important for Joker Phillips and 
his team as last year’s feel-good 
finale against Tennessee and is 
certainly the most important 
since the UK-UofL re-start in 
1994. And, given SEC add-ons 
Texas A&M and Missouri, and

Another poor showing by 
the Wildcats at the swamp could 
bring us, “... so, how is Nerlens 
Noel looking these days?” 

4. Recruiting could spin 


into limbo and the word 
Transfer’ rise in conversation. 

Not a pretty sight is it? 

5. A wobbly season start at 
Kentucky would also fuel that 
other fan favorite, the rumor 
mill. “Who’s gonna be our next 
coach?” 

Four months ago a name 
spun into summer speculation 
seemed laughable since he 
had been sent packing from 
Fayetteville. The name Bobby 
Petrino seems less comic 
today. 

Petrino to Kentucky would 
be laughable if not for the 
common direction being taken 
across college sports today. Sell 
out to win at whatever the cost. 
“This is business, bay-bee!” 

The Petrino-to-Kentucky 
is ironic. 

When Petrino was 
blustering along the sidelines 
in Cardinal red coaching 
UofL in 2003-06, he was the 
unapologetic arch-villain who 
ran up a score against UK in its 
own stadium. He was the second 
most despised ball coach in the 
state for Kentucky fans. The 
first was his colleague, Rick 
Pitino. 

Times, they are changing. 

Stay tuned.
